The suckling’s 
tongue now cleaveth for thirst to his mouth: 
the infant children ask for bread, and there is 
no one breaketh it to feed them. 

Duet aND CuHorus. The People.—Lord 
bow thine ear to our prayer. ~ 

Dvet.—Zion spreadeth her hands for aid, 
and there is neither help nor comfort. 

Rec. Obadiah.—Ye people, rend your 
hearts, and not your garments, for your trans- 
gressions, even as Elijah hath sealed the heav- 
ens through the word of God. I therefore say 
to ye, Forsake your idols, return to God; for 
he is slowto anger, and merciful, and kind and 
eracious, and repenteth him of the evil. 

Arr If with all your hearts ye truly seek 
me, ye shall ever truly find me. Thus saith 
our God....O that I knew where I might find 
him, that I might come before his presence. 

Cuorvus. The People.-—Yet doth the Lord 
see it not: he mocketh at us ; his curse hath 
fallen down upon us; his wrath will pursue 
us till he destroy us. For he, the Lord our 
God, is a jealous God; and he visiteth all the 
father’s sins on the children to the third and 
fourth generations of them that hate him.— 
His mercies on thousands fall—fall on them 
that love him and keep his commandments. 

Rec. An angel.—Hlijah! get thee hence; 
depart and turn ye eastward; thither hide thee 
by Cherith’s brook. There shalt thou drink 
its waters: and the Lord thy God hath com- 
manded the ravens to feed thee there ; so go 
according to his word. 

DovusLeE QUARTETTE. Angels.—For He 
shall give his angels charge over thee; that 
their hands shall uphold and guide thee, lest 
thou dash thy foot against a stone. 

Rec. An angel.—Now Cherith’s brook is 
dried up, Elijah; arise and depart; and get 
thee to Zarephath; thither abide; fcr the Lord 
hath commanded a widow woman there to 
sustain thee. Andthe barrel of meal shall not 
waste, neither shall the cruise of oil fail, until 
the day that the Lord sendeth rain upon the 
earth. 

Rec. and Arr. The Widow.—What have I 
to do with thee, O man of God? art thou come 
to me to call my soninto remembrance? to 
slay my son art thou come hither? Help me, 
man of God! my son is sick ! and his sickness 
is so sore that there is no breath left in him. 
I go mourning all the day long; I lie down 
and weep at night. See mine affliction. Be 
thou the Orphan’s helper. 

Elijah.—Give me thy son. Turn unto her, 
O Lord my God, in mercy help this widow’s 
son! For thou art gracious, and full of com- 

assion, and plenteous in mercy and truth. 
Tad my God; O let the spirit of this child 
return, that he again may live.

The Widow.—Wilt thou show wonders to 
the dead? shall the dead arise and praise thee? 

Elijah.—Lord my God, O let the spirit of 
this child return, that he may live.

Elijah.—Now behold, thy son liveth. 

The Widow.—Now by this I know that thou 
art a man of God, and that his word in thy 
mouth is truth. What shall I render to the 
Lord for all thy benefits to me! 

Dvert.—Thou shalt love the Lord thy God 
with all thine heart, and with all soul, and 
with all thy might. O, blessed are they who 
fear him. 

Cuorvus.—Blessed are the men who fear 

him; they ever walk in the ways of peace. 
Through darkness riseth light to the upright. 
He is gracious, compassionate; He is right- 
eous. : 
Rec. and Cnorvus. Elijah.— As God the 
Lord of Sabaoth liveth, before whom I stand; 
three years this day fulfilled, I will show my- 
self unto Ahab; and the Lord will then send 
rain upon the earth. 

Ahab.—Art thou Elijah, he that troubleth 
Israel? 

Cuorvus.—Thou art Elijah, he that troub- 
leth Israel. 

Elijah.—I never troubled Israel’s peace; it 
is thou, Ahab, and all thy father’s house. Ye 
have forsaken God’s commands; and thou 
hast followed Baalim! 

Now send and gather to me the whole of 
Israel unto Mount Carmel; then summon the 
prophets of Baal, and also the prophets of the 
groves, who are feasted at Jezebel’s table.

Priests of Baal.—Hear our cry, 
O Baal! now arise! wherefore slumber! 

Rec. and Air. Elijah.—Call him louder! 
he heareth not. With knives and lances cut 
yourselves after your manner; leap upon the 
altar ye have made; call him and prophesy ! 
Not a voice will answer you; none will listen, 
none heed you! 

Cuorus. Priests of Baal.—Hear and an- 
swer, Baal! Mark how the scorner derideth 
us. Hear and answer! 

Rec. and Aik. Elijah.—Draw near, all ye 
eople, come to me! Lord God of Abraham, 
saac and Israel! this day let it be known that 

thou art God; and I am thy servant! O show 


. 
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to all this people that I have done these 
things according to thy word! O hear me, 
Lord, and answer me; and show this people 
that thou art Lord God; and let their hearts 
again be turned. 

QUARTETTE. Angels.—Cast thy burden 
upon the Lord, and he shall sustain thee; He 
never will suffer the righteous to fall; He is 
at thy right hand. 

Thy mercy, Lord, is great, and far above 
the heavens. Let none be made ashamed that 
wait upon thee! 

Rec. L£lijah.—O Thou who makest thine 
angels spirits :—Thou, whose ministers are 
flaming fires, let them now descend! 

Cuorvus. The People.—The fire descends 
from heaven; the flames consume his offering ! 
Before him upon your faces fall! The Lord 
is God; O Israel, hear! Our God is one 
Lord ; and we will have no other gods before 
the Lord! 

Rec. LElijah.—Take all the prophets of 
Baal, and let not one.of them escape you; 
bring them down to Kishon’s brook ; and there 
let them be slain. 

Cuorus. The People.—Take all the pro- 
phets of Baal, and let not one of them escape 
us, bring all and slay them ! 

Arr. Elyah.—\Is not his word like a fire; 
and like a hammer that breaketh the rock in 
pieces?

Elijah.—Hearest thou no sound of rain >— 
seest thou nothing arise from the deep?

Rec. An Angel.—Arise, Elijah, for thou 
hast a long journey before thee. Forty days 
and forty nights shalt thou go; to Horeb, the 
mount of God. 

Elijah.—O Lord, I have labored in vain; 

yea, have spent my strength for naught. 
O that thou wouldst rend the heavens, that 
Tnou wouldst come down; that the moun- 
tains would flow down at thy presence, to 
make thy name known to thy adversaries, 
through the wonders of thy works. ‘ 

O Lord, why hast thou made us to err from 
thy ways, and hardened our hearts that they 
do not fear thee? Othat I now might die! 

Arr.—O rest in the Lord; wait patiently 
for him, and he shall give thee thy heart’s 
desires. Commit thy way unto Him, and trust 
in Him, and fret not thyself because of evil 
doers. 

Crorvus.—He that shall endure to the end 
shall be saved. 

Ree. Elijah.—Night talleth around me! 
O Lord, be thou not far from me! hide not 
thy face, O Lord, from me; my soul is thirst- 
ing for thee, as a thirsty land. 











An Angel.—Arise now! get thee without, 
stand on the mount before the Lord ; for there 
his glory will appear and shine on thee. Thy 
face must be veiled, for he draweth near. 

Cuorvus.—Behold! God the Lord passed 
by! Anda mighty wind rent the mountains 
around, brake in pieces the rocks, brake them 
before the Lord ; but yet the Lord was not in 
the tempest. 

Behold! God the Lord passed by! And 
the sea was upheaved, aa the earth was 
shaken; but yet the Lord was not in the 
earthquake. , 

And after the earthquake there came a fire ; 
but yet the Lord was not in the fire. And 
after the fire there came a still small voice; 
and in that still voice onward came the Lord. 

Rec.—Above him stood the Seraphim, and 
one cr.ed to another : 

QUARTETTE and CHo. Angels.—Holy, holy, 
holy is God the Lord—the Lord Sabbaoth !

Rec. and Cuorvus.—Go, return upon thy 
way; for the Lord yet hath left him seven 
thousand in Israel, knees which have not 
bowed to Baal.

Llijah.—\ go.my way in the strength of the 
Lord. For thou art my Lord; and I will 
suffer for thy sake.

QUARTETTE.—O come, every one that thirst- 
eth, O come to the waters; come unto him;

[Extract froma Critical Analysis of Haendel’s ‘Israel in Egypt.”—By JOHN 8. DWIGHT. | 


IsRaEL IN EGYPT is mainly a series 
‘of colossal choruses, almost exclusive- 
ly a mountain chain of choruses, con- 
nected by some rugged passes of recita- 
tive and a few green vales of song. 

The sentiment of the work is too 
great, too universal, for any but the am- 
plest choral treatment. These choruses 
are all wonderful specimens in their 
way, of most consummate musical treat- 
ment, whether in plain, solid counter- 
point, or in all the intricacies of fugue. 
Hach is unlike the others; each, per- 
fectly embodies a spiritual and an 
outward experience, uttering a senti- 
ment, and painting an image or a scene. 
The children of Israel sighing in bond- 
age is one. Their loathing of the river 
turned to blood is another, whose fugal 
subject, passed from voice to voice, 
sickens most expressively through the 
interval of the ‘‘ extreme flat seventh.” 
Next, ‘“‘the Lord spake the word, and 
there came all manner of flies,” etc.,—a 
double chorus, like most of the others, 
and grotesquely descriptive, as the air 
swarms and shivers with the fine figures 
of the violins. Then the great ‘ hail- 
stone chorus:” fire, mingled with hail, 
ran along the ground! The musical 
movement translates that most vivid- 
ly. Z 

As opposite from that as possible, is, 
He sent a thick darkness; the dull, grop- 
ing, chromatic harmony, as far from 
commonplace as the most modern mod- 





ulations of Spohr or Mendelssohn, al- 
most makes you shudder; voice after 
voice utters singly little fragments of 


-the words; and how palpable that dark- 


ness when the instruments drop away, 
and in distinct unison the bass voices 
pronounce ‘‘which might be fel¢”! 
Then the contrast of the tough, terrible, 
double fugue: “ He smote the first-born 
of Egypt,” with the smooth, pastoral 
style of ‘* But as for his people, He led 
them,” etc., — and was not strong Handel 
in his glory when he brought all the 
voices together upon the words, ‘* There 
‘was not one feeble person among their 
tribes”? Whata feeling of strength and 
unanimity there is in it! ‘Nor ons,” 
‘‘NOT ONE,” sounds like the ring of 
grounded arms along a vast line of in- 
fantry; from top to bottom we are one, 
we are all here! Even more wonderful 
is ‘‘ He led them through the deep,” where 
the musical intricacy of movement is 
indeed as through the wilderness. 

We might speak of miracle after 
miracle of chorus; of the waters over- 
whelming Pharaoh’s hosts; of Miriam’s 
trumpet song, preluding the stupendous 
chorus of ‘“ The horse and his rider,” of 
‘¢ With the blast of thy nostrils,” of ‘* The 
people shall hear and be afraid,” and the 
“+ Melting away of Canaan ;” but we for- 
bear. Handel moves at home among 
miracles; and he perfectly reconciles 
miracle with humanity with the deep, 
common instincts of the whole race.

(ACCORDING TO THE GOSPEL OF ST. MATTHEW.) 


THE Matthew Passion comprises the 
26th and 27th chapters of that Evange- 
list’s Gospel. The first part proceeds to 
the 56th verse of the 26th chapter, and 
the second part includes from the 75th 
verse of this to the last verse of the 
following chapter. The music set by 
Bach to St. Matthew’s history of the 
Passion is essentially an unveiling of 
the personal feelings of the composer, 
his vivid sense of the truth of the inci- 
dents it depicts, and his loving devotion 
to the divine sufferer, whose relation to 
himself is shown to be regarded as of 
the closest intimacy. It displays the 
facts with the vivacity of an eye-wit- 
ness, or one, at least, who witnesses 
them by the second sight of firm belief; 
and it comments upon them with the 
affection of a participator in the benefits 
which have resulted from them, and 
who feels that his special welfare is due 
to their enactment. 

From primitive times it was the cus- 
tom of the Church to keep green the 
memory of the sacred history by a pub- 
lic recitation, on Palm Sunday and 
Good Friday, of those chapters in one 
or other of the Gospels which relate the 
circumstances of the Passion. 
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It was the special design of Luther to 
retain, in the Reformed Church, this 
primitive usage of the periodical recita- 
tion of the Passion. According to his 
desire, the simple manner of its intona- 
tion, by two priests only in his own 
time, was early amplified; and a Ger- 
man version of the text was printed in 
1573, with music for the recitation, and 
introductory and final choruses. As 
music advanced, its utmost resources 
were always appropriated to the illus- 
tration, for Church use, of the sacred 
story. The German Opera was espe- 
cially flourishing in Hamburgh at the 
beginning of the 18th century, and 
Keiser, Handel, and other successful 
writers for the theatre, applied its style 
to ecclesiastical use, in setting, not the 
Gospel text, but original poems to the 
same purport, for Church performance. 

When, in 1723, Bach went to Leipzig, 
as cantor of St. Thomas’s school, and 
musical director of the churches of St. 
Thomas and St. Nicholas, he found the 
learned and zealous Solomon Deyling 
filling an important church office in that 
city. This eminent divine perceived the 
extraordinary powers of the musician, 
and had the happy thought of turning 
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them to the best account in the Church’s 
service. The above-named works ex- 
cited wide interest in the Hamburgh 
celebrations of Easter. Still more was 
public attention drawn to the Dresden 
performances of the Roman Service, in 
which the singers of the renowned 
Italian opera, under the direction of 
Hasse, took part. Deyling deemed that 
it would be for the welfare of the Re- 
formed Church to present in its Service 
some counter attraction to these popular 
celebrations of the Mass, and he deemed 
our Lord’s Passion a worthy subject, and 
the season of its commemoration a fit- 
ting period for the fulfilment of his de- 
sign. He proposed to Bach, therefore, 
the composition ofa Passion in which the 
texts of Scripture should be rigidly pre- 


served, but interspersed with reflective 


passages, and further interpolated with 
pertinent Chorals, of which the words 
with the tunes formed, as they do now, 
the first step in North German school- 
ing, and of which, therefore, the con- 
gregation at large could participate in 
-the performance. Here were to be com- 
bined the ecclesiastical, the artistic, and 
the popular elements; and their concen- 
tration in a single work was to be con- 





fided to the man of all others, in all 
time, best qualified for the task, whose 
competency was proved by the devout 
habit which fitted him to penetrate and 
expound the purport of the Gospel text, 
by the consummate musicianship which 
enabled him to bring all the appliances 
of art to bear upon the subject, and by 
the vast experience in teaching, accom- 
panying, and elaborating the popular 
hymns, which familiarized him with the 
sympathies of the people and the capa- 
bilities of the tunes. 

The present work was performed for 
the first time at St. Thomas’s Church in 


Leipzig, at the Evening Service on 
Good Friday, 1729. After this the 


Matthew Passion lay in forgetfulness for 
a hundred years, and seems not to have 
been performed in public again until its 
revival in Berlin, under the youthful 
Mendelssohn’s direction, on the 12th of 
March, 1829. The success of the Pas- 
sion, when it was awakened from its 
hundred years’ sleep, led to its frequent 
repetition in different German towns, 
where it is said to hold the same popular 
esteem that Handel’s Messiah does in 
this country.

Dr, Wm. Sterndale Bennett's “Woman of Samaria.” 


[ Extract from an analysis of this work, published in the London ‘‘ Musical World,” 
at its first public performance in Birmingham, Aug., 1867.]} 


In point of construction the Woman 
of Samaria follows accepted models. 
The ‘introduction and chorale” give a 
fair promise of what is to follow. The 
former opens with an andante seriosoin A 
minor, three-eight time, leading to an an- 
dante quasi allegretto in the same key, one 
being plaintive, the other agitated and 
impassioned, and both full of character. 
A pedal on the dominant of C major at 
length introduces the chorales (the sub- 
ject of the allegretto still going on) for 
voices inunison. This chorale, — which 
is the one known as ‘ Luther’s Hymn,” 
—hby a clever use of syncopation, has 
the effect of being sung in common time 
against the triple measure of the orches- 
tra. At the close of the chorale the an- 
dante serioso returns, incombination with 
the theme of the allegretto, and the ‘+ In- 
troduction” finishes in the key of its 
opening. The contralto voice then com- 
mences the sacred narrative with the 
words, ‘‘Then cometh Jesus to a city 
of Samaria,” and is followed by a chorus 
—A major, common time, — ‘*‘ Blessed 
be the Lord God of Israel,” which is of 
larger proportions than usual. The 
leading theme is first given out by the 
sopranos, then repeated ‘in harmony, 
and afterwards taken up by the basses 
and altos successively. Ending in the 
tonic key, the first part is followed by a 
striking episode, in C major, full of 
bold and massive harmonies. The com- 
ing of the woman is next told in rec- 
itative: the words of Jesus, *‘ He would 
have given thee living water,” being 





followed by a short, solidly-written 
chorus, — adagio, D major, common 
time, —‘‘ For with Thee is the well of 
life.” In this there is happily mingled 
a beauty almost tender, with a mascu- 
line breadth of style which would have 
delighted the old Church musicians. 
Another short recitative then introduces 
the soprano air (in B minor), ‘Art 
Thou greater than our father Jacob?” 
The impression made by one hearing is 
that it is uninteresting, and by no means 
in keeping with what precedes and fol- 
lows. The narrative goes on after this, 
with here and there most expressive 
recitative, to the point where Jesus 
+tells the woman of her past misdeeds. 
A passage from the Psalms, ‘‘O Lord, 
Thou hast searched me and known me,” 
is then interpolated, set as a contralto 
air. As a religious melody it is a 
model, whether looked at for the beauty 
of its melody, its true devotional ex- 
pression, or the depth of feeling it em- 
bodies. Following the declaration that 
the Father must be worshipped ‘in 
spirit and in truth,” occurs a chorus in 
six parts, —B flat, common time, — 
‘¢Therefore they shall come and sing in 
the height of Zion.” The sopranos 
(divided) and contraltos open with a 
flowing theme in harmony, and are 
answered by the tenors and basses 
(divided). After a little more antiphony 
all the parts unite their grand and 
solid harmonies upon the words, ‘‘ For 
wheat and for wine, for wine and for 
oil,” telling with fine effect. At this 
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point the chorus culminates, the re- 
mainder to the passage, ‘“‘ They shall 
not sorrow any more at all,” fading 
off to a pianissimo in gentle strains of 
almost ravishing beauty. All through 
this charming number the strings have 
a pizzicato figure in accompaniment, 
which adds materially to the effect pro- 
duced. The declaration of Jesus, ‘I 
that speak unto thee am He,” heralds 
a short chorus, — adagio, E minor, com- 
mon time, — ‘‘ Who is the Image of the 
Invisible God.” The organ alone ac- 
companies this, and its grave, severe 
style can therefore be imagined. The 
recitative next tells of the woman’s 
return to Sychar, and her invitation to 
her neighbors to come and see Jesus. 
Then follows a chorus, — E flat, minor, 
common time, — ‘‘ Come, O Israel, let 
us walk as sons of light.” After a 
fashion which he seems to love, the 
composer announces the theme in uni- 
son (trebles and tenors), repeating it 
afterwards in full harmony. Contrast- 
ing with its flowing beauty is an episode 
to the words, ‘‘ Not as children of dark- 
ness,” most aptly expressing the idea 
of the text by its sombre harmonies. 





The tenors then repeat the subject, after 
which a series of bold progressions 
brings the chorus to a close. The inci- 
dent of the Saviour’s abiding at Sychar 
for two days serves to introduce the 
hymn before mentioned. Immediately 
following is a chorus for five voices, — 
B minor, common time, —‘‘Now we 
believe.” A fugal opening, of ingenious 
construction, leads to an ensemble pas- 
sage (sempre grave) on the words, ‘* This 
is indeed the Christ,” and this, in turn, 
is followed by a resumption of the first 
subject. The tenor air, ‘‘ His salvation 
is nigh them that fear Him,” succeeds, 
and is a worthy companion to that of 
the contralto. <A distinctive accom- 
paniment for the celdi is very noticeable 
throughout, and is remarkable for the 
masterly style in which it is written. 
Following this solo come the final 
choruses, ‘‘I will call upon the Lord,” 
and ‘* Blessed be the Lord God.” The 
former is prefaced by the combined 
themes of the introduction, and is a 
vigorous piece of musical declamation. 
It is to the latter, however, that we must 
look for an example of Dr. Bennett’s 
power as a writer of oratorio music.
